work. [It was found desirable to introduce the full Course at 
once in order to avoid complications in the Time-table with two 
concurrent Courses. Yith the reduction of the number of subj 
and the more intensive work, changes have been introduced into the 
Honour Courses which are accepted for non-professional academic 
gualifications. Difficulties in the Time-table, and the lack 
of laboratory accommodation, render it impossible that in some of 
these Honour Courses all the Pass subjects, at present required for
